Tiag, It ts alleged, mado a written contract with 
one of tha eunuchs of the Palace—suppored to 
have Influence with the Emperor—stipulating 
that {f appointed to the examinershlp of Seechasn 
be would pay to the eunnch a handsome bribe. 
This-a ent was clandestinely made through 
several middlemen—a barber, a shop-keepe , a 
school-master and a graduate of the second rank. 
Mr, Ting was appo sted to an examinership, but 
only of Shénsi, a ron-remunerative post, He 
accordingly ‘refured. to psy any silver or 
recognise the validity of the cont The 
eunuch, on tha other hand, would have. his 
pound of flesh, and so adopted ‘the thoroughly 
Chinese plan of attempting tomake Mr. Ting 
lose ‘face' by creatlog a row with him on 
tte public thoroughfare, This scandal became 
known to one of the Censors who reported the 
estetothe Throne. The sequel is that the 
eonoch was forthwith decapileted ; that Mr. 
Ting, who s few months ago was riding In state 
as an Imperial official, was degraded and 
banished; and that six others. Including the 
middlemen, are to lose theirheads, *
